v er certificates of sm all denom ination 
into the hands of the people, but ex­ 
plained th a t other notes occupied the 
field and crowded them out. 
Seven hundred thousand dollars in 
gold w as yesterday w ithdraw n from 
th e New York subtreasury, $600,000 of 
it being for export. 
This leaves the 
t rue am ount of the gold reserve $69,- 
363,117. 
Two financial bills w'ere introduced 
y esterd ay by R epresentative W arner 
(N Y.)t a m em ber of the banking com­ 
m ittee. 
One, “ To m aintain the credit 
o f th e U nited S tates,” gives the secre­ 
ta ry 
of the treasury 
discretionary 
au th o rity to issue bonds in denom i­ 
nations of 
$50 
and 
m ultiples 
thereof, 
payable 
in 
coin at 
the 
option of the United States after three 
years and due in ten years w ith inter­ 
est a t 3 per cent, providing the total 
outstanding issues shall not a t any 
tim e exceed $250,000,000. 
Also author­ 
izing the appropriation of surplus rev­ 
enue to the redem ption of these bonds 
upon the m ost advantageous term s he 
can secure. 
The second bill. 
“ To 
reduce 
the 
dem and 
obligations 
of the United States and for other pur­ 
poses,” proposes to repeal the act of 
1878 forbidding the fu rth er retirem ent 
of legal tender notes, and provides 
Thai all hereafter 
received, except 
♦hose issued under the act of 1890, 
shall be destroyed. 
To carry out the 
redem ption of notes the secretary is 
authorized to sell no bonds a t less than 
p ar sim ilar to those described in the 
act of 1890, except th a t interest may be 
fixed a t the most advantageous rate 
not exceeding 3 per cent. 
Also to re­ 
peal the provision of the banking act 
of 1882 th a t stipulates th a t no national 
bank th a t m akes a deposit of law ful 
money to w ithdraw its 
circulating 
notes shall be entitled to receive any 
increase of its circulation for the period 
of six m onths.

iers Has Had Rather 
Effect. 


B r o o k l y n , Jan. 2 2 .—The linemen 
of the street railway struck this morn­ 
ing but there were only a few distur­ 
bances. 
The 
firing 
yesterday 
had 
a 
good 
effect, 
al­ 
though 
they simply fired over 
the heads of the strikers and th eir 
sym pathizers and sent the mob scat­ 
tering. 
As far as known no one was 
injured in the volley, though many 
people were injured a t various points 
during the day 
The Seventh regim ent's Gates ave­ 
nue experience was supplem ented w ith 
another conflict at Halsey street and 
Howard avenue. 
The policemen w ith­ 
drew for the night a t 8 o'clock, when 
the cars stopped running. 
Col. Apple­ 
ton 
im m ediately 
placed 
a 
dead 
line. 
A 
crowd gathered at 
Hovv- 
a venue, 
jeered 
at 
the Rol­ 
and finally one of them fired a 
('apt. Palm er, in charge of the 
picked men, prom ptly gave an order to 
fire. 
Many of the crowd fell and it is 
believed th a t quite a num ber were in­ 
jured. 
I'apt. Palm er said he saw sev­ 
eral men fall. 
A little later another mob gathered 
a t the Halsey street end of the depot. 
Col. Appleton addressed the mob. 
He 
asked 
them 
to 
leave 
peaceably 
and 
go 
to 
their! 
homes. 
The 
mob showed no disposition to disperse, 
and a com pany of soldiers charged 
upon it w ith 
fixed bayonets. The 
crowd scattered in all directions. 
The 
prospect for to-day is th a t the linem en, 
of whom there are 300, may join their 
fellows now out. 
Such an extension 
of the strike would leave the com pan­ 
ies tem porarily at the mercy of the 
wire cutters. 
The first car yesterday was started 
about 5 o’clock. 
It was occupied by 
railroad officials, reporters, and non­ 
union men, and was guarded by the 
three m ilitia companies m arching in 
front. 
The car was flanked by fifty 
policem en and followed by twenty-five 
m ounted policemen. 
Crowds formed 
in the streets in a short time. 
Every 
one was driven before the bayonets of 
the m ilitiam en. 
The la tte r ordered 
the storekeepers to lock th eir stores 
and all the housekeepers were directed 
to lock and bar th eir doors. 
The car had not proceeded far before 
it was stopped by obstructions on the 
track, and after the police had vainly 
tried to disperse the mob th e m ilitia­ 
men were ordered to shoot, but when 
the word to fire w as not given the 
mob returned to the assault. 
Bricks 
and stones were throw n repeatedly at 
the stalled car, and the men inside 
craw led under the seats to avoid injury. 
The word “ fire” was finally given by 
the captain and im m ediately IOO rifles 
were brought into position. 
A second 
and then a belching tire was poured 
from the muzzles of the guns. But the 
m ilitiam en had evidently been ordered 
to shoot over the heads of the men, be­ 
cause no one of the assailants were in­ 
jured. 
The crowd of 2,000 people fell 
back and all expected to see dead and 
dying around them. 
They retreated, 
and men women and children were 
tram pled upon. 
The car then pro­ 
ceeded on its way to the station at 
Ralph avenue. 
lf anything, Hie situation in Brook­ 
lyn was com plicated by the calling out 
of the state troops, who do not carry 
the respect of the com m unity even to 
the extent th a t the police do, and 
Mayor Schieren was roundly denounced 
on all sides to-day for loading Kings 
county w ith an expenditure of $12,000 
a day to keep up this em pty and riot 
provoking show of force. 
Some w ent 
so far as to say there would never have 
been any dem onstrations if the state 
troops had not been called out and as­ 
sert the police were am ply able to con­ 
trol the strikers. 
The New York regim ents m arched 
for the scene of operations betw een 5 
and 6 o’clock in the m orning and by 9 
o’clock had been disposed about the 
city in the most im portant positions. 
The headquarters of th e N ational 
guard is on the top floor of the Brook­ 
lyn H all of Records. 
Brigadier-Gen­ 
eral Jam es McLeer is still in command. 
The boasts made by Presidents N orton 
and Lewis of the A tlantic avenue and 
Brooklyn City roads, respectively, th a t 
they could, if properly protected, run 
every ear on th eir lines have not been 
made good. 
The protection they asked 
for has been given; the cars they 
promised have not been 
run. 
The 
presidents now adm it w hat has been 
suspected, th a t they have not succeeded 
in getting enough men to operate the 
systems. 
T here wras a report at m ili­ 
tary headquarters a t m idnight th a t it 
had been decided if th e Brooklyn c a rs 
were not running by 8 o’clock this 
m orning to send the F irst brigade 
back to New York.

The whole accusation em braces three 
item s aggregating some $766. and in my 
reports as clerk for tile year 188a and 
the first half of I >89 I charged m yself 
w ith this very am ount as p art of my 
com pensation as clerk, the charge b e ­ 
ing made upon account of records in 
w hat are known as the Birdsell cases. 
The actual ilak in g in all clerks’ offices 
is alw ays many m onths behind the dis­ 
posal of cases, and in this way it h ap ­ 
pened th a t the record in these cases in 
which I had so charged m yself w ith 
$766 before actually receiving the sam e 
were n et completer! until afte r my ap ­ 
pointm ent as judge.

The name of this reporter 
was Lucanus; for short lie was called 
Luke; and in my text,although stenog­ 
raphy had not yet been born, he re­ 
ports verbatim a sermon of Chrtst 
which in one paragraph howls the 
round world into tile light of the mil­ 
lennium. 
They shall come from the 
east, and from the west, and from the 
north, and from the south and shall 
sit down. 
Nothing more interested 
me in my recent journey around the 
world than to see the ship captain 
about 
noon, 
w hether 
on 
the 
Pacific, 
or 
the 
Indian, 
or 
Ben­ 
gal, or M editerranean, or Red Sea, 
looking through a nautical instrument 
to find just where we were Sailing; and 
it is well to know th a t though the 
captain tells you there are thirty-two 
points of division of the compass card 
in the mariner's compass, there are 
only four cardinal points, and my text 
hails them, the north, the south, the 
east, the west. 
So I spread out be­ 
fore us the map of the world to see the 
extent of the gospel campaign.

hardest part of the field to be taken is 
the north, because our gospel is an 
emotional gospel, and the nations of 
the far north are a cold blooded race.

Triumph, and it is hearing the voice of 
God through the American missionar­ 
ies, men and women as defiant to Arc­ 
tic hardships as the old Scottish chief 
who. when camping out in a winter's 
night knocked from under his son's 
head a pillow of snow, saving th a t 
such

Time 
means Africa, which David Livingstone 
consecrated to God when he died on 
his knees in his tent of exploration.

T hat means all the islands strewn by 
Omnipotent

seas. 
Malayan. Polynesia. Melanesia,
